Among Republican Senators who 
have been clapsified as doubtful with 
regard to their intentions concerning 
the repeal, thére is a general ten- 
dency to line up against the President. 
Democratic Senators who are cham- 
Pioning the President's cause assert 
they welcome this movement, con- 
fident that it can have no other ef- 
fect than to solidify the Democrats 
and aid assuring success for the ad- 
minist on. These Democrats, while 
admitting that five of their number 
cannot be induced to abandon their 
opposition to the bill, insist there is 
every indication that all other majori- 
ty Senators eventually will support the 
bill.

EDMONDS’'S NEW BILL 


A bill authorizing the President to 
contract with American registered 
steamships and lines using the Pana- 
ma Canal was introduced today by 
Representative Edmonds of Pennsyl- 
vania. Under the measure tolls on 
American ships would be remitted for 
a period of ten years, the amount of 
such tolls to be payable out of the 
treasury every six months, and the 
American ships would be required to 
carry mails without charge to the gov- 
ernment. Proof would be required 
that these vessels were not railroad- 
controlled. 

“All agreements made with other 
parties or lines, including ralflroad 
Unes.“ the bill provides, shall be ap- 
proved by the Department of Com- 
merce, and all freight rates shall be 
posted, with, and subject to, revision 
by the proper authorities.” 

These ships or lines would not be 
prohibited from prorating with all 
railroads on an equitable basis, but 
would be required to agree that in 
national emergencies they would be 
held at Federal disposal to agree to 
give preference to goods made and 
produced in the United States. Tolls 
would be charged against any part 
of cargoes not originating in the 
United States, or originating in South 
America and consigned to the United 
States.

VAST ACREAGE AT STAKE. 


Government to Demand Quit Claim 
Deed to Land in Colorado Indian 
Reservation. 

Definite action been recom- 
mended by the locdl Federal officials 
in the matter of the claim of Robert 
Connelly of this city to 200,000 acres 
located in the Colorado Indian Reser- 
vation. 
Assistant United States District At- 
torney Archibald, yesterday, wrote the 
Attorney-General and ‘the Commis- 
sioner of Indian Affairs, recommend- 
ing that Connelly be requésted to give 
a quit claim deed of the land to the 
government, and if Connelly refuses 
that definite action be taken by the 
government. 

It is alleged that Moses Abromet, 
who deeded the land to Connelly, does 
not exist in fact. According to the 
official papers the land was originally 
conveyed by Chief Langdow to Abro- 
met. Langdow, it is alleged, was the 
original head of the Colorado Indian 
tribe. Abromet, according to the story, 
came originally from New Orleans, 
with a commission from the French 
government to ally the Indians 
against the whites. and became 80 
popular with the red men that one- 
half of the reservation was presented 
to him by Chief Langdow. 

The deed on file in the office of the 
County Recorder at Yuma is said to 
be a forgery. Connelly is believed to 
be an innocent party in the transac- 
tion, and it is a part of the current 
discussion that he paid something like 
$100,000 for the 200,000 acres. 


HAS CHANCE TO RECOVER. 


Woman, Whose Testimony 
Father to San Quentin Prison, 
erated Upon Successfully. 
Mrs. Grace Beyers, who repudiated 
the confession that sent her father, 
A. B. Smith, to San Quentin on a five- 
year sentence after conviction on her 
testimony charging degenerate prac- 
tice passed through a serious opera- 
tiow at the Angelus Hospital yester- 
day morning and came out of the 
anesthetic in the afternoon with ex- 
cellent chances of recovery, accord- 
ing to officials of the hospital. 

Word was received from Judge 
Sloan of San Diego, where the case 
was tried, by attorneys for Mrs. Bey- 
era, who are attempting to secure a 
pardon for Smith, that the matter 
should have been taken up in the 
southern city rather than in Los An- 
geles. The judge further intimated 
that the repudiation makes her a per- 
jurer, and was done merely to secure 
the release of her parent. 

Attorney John D. Dawson insists 
that she is at this time telling the 
truth and that her confessions were 
forced by the coercive methods of De- 
tective Boucherie of the San Diego 
police department, who, it is alleged, 
threatened to keep her in the Deten- 
tion Home for the next five or ten 
years, or even longer unless she 
turned evidence against Smith. The 
charge against the father was po- 
habiting with his daughter in a n 
Diego rooming-house. 

“Physical circumstances, which 
culminated in the operation yester- 
day, made this an absolute impossi- 
bility,” declared Attorney Dawson.

Henry Clay Work and His Songs. 
Only those who lived during the 
Civil War can realize the power and 
influence exercised by the song writ- 
ers of the time.

The introduction of the parcel post has 
also removed from the railroads a great 
part of the revenue which they were accus- 
tomed to receive from express companies. 
Not only that, but the government has been, 
with obvious injustice, compelling the rail- 
roads to lose money by carrying parce) post 


{Fifteen thousand employees lose their 
jobs because government competition with 
the express companies has forced the United 
States Express Company to go out of bust 
ness. 


The parcel post has also seriously affected 
all other express companies, and further re- 
trenchments may reasonably be expected. 
The government has gone into the express 
business in a manner that shows no regard 
whatsoever for competing concerns—that 
does not give them, as they are entitled to, 
opportunity to withdraw gradually from the 
field and so transfer the money invested to 
other branches of industry. 

None of the express companies has been 
able to pay dividends since the government 
competition opened. The money invested 
brings no profit. That does not affect alone 
the so-called big business men whose names 
are conspicuous among the stockholders. 
It affects the little stockholders as well. It 
not only checks the flow of profits into the 
possession of the rich men, but it takes 
money out of circulation among the middle 
and poorer classes. 

The Democratic administration seems to 
take a pride in bludgeoning “big business.” 
It ordered the dissolution of the New Haven 
Railroad system with so brief a time for 
action that only at a great sacrifice could 
the stock be sold. It was pointed out to 
the President that business men and in- 
vestors were not given a chance to rehabili- 
tate themselves, and that the New Haven 
would be compelled to raise the astonishing 
sum of $100,000,000 within four months. 

The sugar industries have also been se 
riously injured by the Democratic activity. 
The American Sugar Refining Company has 
sustained a deficit of more than $3,000,000 
during the past year in its refining opera- 


It is not the rich men who suffer most 
from such losses, but the fellow who works 
for a living. It is he who feels the pressure 
of losses when the industrial concerns of 
the nation sustain deficits. His wages are 
reduced or he loses his job. 

The American Woolen Company also has 
suffered a deficit since the new tariff law 
went into effect. 

To come nearer home, there is no observ- 
ant citizen of California but realizes that 
the sugar-beet industry of this State ha’ 
been knocked by the Democratic tariff. 

Likewise is the citrus industry hit. The 
vast orange and lemon acreage of Califor- 
nia—the prosperity of which is reflected 
into the pocket of every citizen of the 
State—has been harmed by the tariff law 
which compels it to compete against the 
citrus industries of foreign lands. 

But the worst is yet to come. It is prac- 
tieally assured by the Democratic majority 
in Congress that the most drastic bill ever 
known will de passed against business op- 
erations. A trade commission is to be es- 
tablished—if the measure becomes a law— 
with supervision over every concern that 
does an interstate business. No man, no 
matter what his financial interests in the 
various companies may be, will be permitted 
to serve as a director In a bank and at the 
same time in other corporations. The in- 
evitable result will be to decrease commer- 

It is the people at large (more than the 
individual financiers whom the Democrats 
rejoice in harassing) that bear the burden 
of reckless, ill-advised and unjust legisla- 
tion against business institutions. Democ- 
racy applauds when some conspicuous multt- 
millionaire has his revenue decreased—but 
Democracy will set up a belated yell when 
it finds that the conspicuous millionaire was 
putting that revenue into other forms of 
industry which provided employment for 
thousands upon thousands of working peo- 
ple. The goose that lays the golden egg is 
of no value when cooked—even when a for- 
mer college dean acts as the chef. 


ANKRUPTCY OF MEXICO. 

Some years ago several millions of 
dollars of bonds were issued by the Mexican 
government and placed for sale in France. 
In addition to the general credit of the na- 
tion, payment of the interest and principal 
of the bonds was secured by a pledge of 62 
per cent. of the customs receipts of Mexico. 
Thereupon the French government, on ap- 
plication of Mexico, officially viseed the 
bonds and they were listed on the French 
bourse and sold to French, German and Eng- 
lish investors. ae 

Mexico mortgaged 62 per cent. of her cus- 
toms receipts and made of France a trustee 
which was empowered, in case of default, to 
take the mortgaged property, collect the 
revenues from it, pay the indebtedness to 
secure the payment of which it was mort- 
gaged, and turn over the balance to the 

Such a transaction is a common one de- 
tween individuals and not altogether un- 
usual among nations. Japan and one or 
two South American nations thus secared 
foreign loans, but, until now, there has been 
no instance of the borrower attempting to 
withhold the pledged revenues from the 
loaners. 

Mexico, driven to financial extremities 
by the action of President Wilson in refus- 
ing recognition of President liuerta, thus 
depriving him of the power to borrow mon- 
ey abroad, has defaulted in the payment of 
interest on the bonds and has appropriated 


| the pledged 62 per cent. of the customs rev- | 
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enues to her domestic use. President Huer- 
ta recently announced that interest on these 
bonds would not be paid, “owing to circum- 
stances over which he had no control.” 

It would seem clear that, under the cir- 
cumstances, K is the right and duty of 
France, as trustee for the bondholders, to 
take possession of one or more of the »rin- 
cipal customhouses in Mexico and collect 
and apply the revenues in-accordance with 
the terms of the trust. : 

Such a proceeding on the part of France 
would call for no action on our part, for it 


would not be a violation of the Monroe doc- | 


trine. That doctrine is that no European 


power shall acquire territory in this hem 


sphere or subvert an existing government 
and substitute one of its own choosing, as 
was attempted by France when she sent an 
army under Marshal Bazaine to support the 
empire of Maximilian. 

The execution by France of the trust cre- 
ated by Mexico would involve no seizure of 
territory or usurpation of government. 
When the trustee had collected sufficient 
customs revenues to pay the debt and the 
cost of collecting it, the possession of the 
mortgaged property would be restored to 
the mortgagor and the trustee would with- 
draw, Of course Mexico could make che 
expense of collection amount to a very 
large sum by offering armed resistance to 
the trustee and compelling France to send 
an army to Mexico to guard the custom- 
houses she would be compelled to seize. 
But this would be a regrettable incident of 


the process of collection. The interposition 


of the United States for the enforcement of 
the Monroe doctrine could not be invoked 
unless and until France should attempt to 
turn her temporary occupancy of Mexican 
customhouses into a permanent one and 
keep her troops and officers in Mexico after 
the debt was collected. 

Nations as well as individuals must pay 
their recognized bonded indebtedness. Un- 
der the Monroe doctrine and under the law 
of nations intervention in Mexico to the 


extent of restoring order and establisaing 


government there is the imperative duty of 
the great powers of the world, and the 
sooner that duty is performed the better it 
will be for the Mexicans themselves. 


WELCHERS. 

Of 274 Democrats in the House of Rep- 
resentatives 220 voted for and 62 against 
the repeal of the Panama Canal toll bill. 
Of 116 Republicans 24 voted for and 92 
against the repeal. Of 19 Progressives 2 
voted for and 17 against the repeal. The 
Democrats voted for the repeal in the pro- 


portions of 4 to 1, while the Republican and 


Progressive vote against it was about 4% 
to 1. 

Of the 25 Representatives from the States 
of California, Oregon, Washington, Arizona, 
Utah, Idaho and Wyoming 22 voted against 
the repeal of the Panama Canal bill and only 
2. like the hungry and time-serving dogs 
that they were, crouched at the feet of 
Woodrow Wilson and voted in the interests 
of the transcontinental railroads and the 
British Foreign Office to take millions of 
dollars yearly out of the pockets of their 
constituents on the Pacific Coast. 

Of the two welchers from six Pacific 
States both were from California. One of 
these—-Billkent—-was elected as a Kepub- 
lican, then he became a Progressive, then an 
independent, and then a Democrat. He has 
not been heard from for two days and by 
this time he may—which may God forbid— 
be back in the Republican party. He relies 
upon his bank account for a re-election. 
But his vote for the tariff iniquity will make 
it impossible that any Republican or Pro- 
gressive ballots will be cast for him, and 
his vote to repeal the free tolls bill will 
alienate all the patriotic Democrats in his 
district. His money cannot save him. 

Church of Fresno will be defeated, of 
course. Even Chattering Chet cannot stom- 
ach him. The railroad money and influence 
won't avail. Indeed, it is probable that 
the corporations have already expended ail 
the money on the Panama tolls bill 
they will care to disburse. Church will ha 
to rely upon such small Federal office as he 
can obtain from the President, whose feet 
he licked. The Times recommends, ind 
urges, his appointment as Consul at Tum- 
bez in Peru. The facilities for getting away 
from there are very poor, and the climgte 
is very unhealthy. 

Raker and Kettner of California—both 
Democrats—-had the manliness to vote 
against the repeal.

It is fitting that honorable mention should 
be made of the vote of Congressman Hay- 
den of Arizona and the bold speech of 
Senator Ashurst against the repeal. These 
gentlemen have earned and will receive the 
good opinion of their patriotic: constituents 
of both parties for their action. It is to be 
hoped that Senator Mark Smith will also 
prefer his country to Woodrow Wilson. if 
he shall do so, and the Nevada Senators 
stand firm, it will be difficult for Sir Edward

UMPTUARY LEGISLATION, 
The moral uplift of Congress is growing 
exceedingly fierce. Mr. Johnson of South 
Carolina introduced a bill to prohibit the 
collection of revenue or the granting of 
permits to engage in the manufacture or 
sale of spirituous or malt liquors in States, 
counties or municipalities in which such 
manufacture or sale is prohibited by State 
or municipal law. , 

Mr. Tribble of Georgia introduced a bill 
to prohibit the transmission of certain mes- 
sages by telegraph, telephone, cable or oth- 
er means of communication. 

Mr. Steenerson of Minnesota introduced 
a bill denying mail privileges to pubiica- 
tions carrying pictorial advertising relative 
to cigarettes or other form of tobacco, or to 
intoxicating liquors. 

These bills are doubtless introduced with- 
out much or any expectation on the part 
of their sponsors that they will ever be 
formulated into laws. But they may help 
to procure renominations. There is in Soutn 
Carolina.a strong prohibition element whose 
support, for re-election Congressman John- 
son evidently desires. He is sure, anynow,

| Weish Home Rule. 

Under the title of a “Bill for the Improve- 
ment of the government of Wales” the 
British House of Commons is to be asked 
to take the first step towards granting nome 
rule for Wales. The bill is so framed as 
to provide for the setting up of a Legisla- 
ture for Wales and Monmouthshire and to 
enable it to be dovetailed into a general 
scheme of federal home rule for Engstand. 
Scotland, Wales and Ireland, which is the 
dream of all far-sighted politicians in view 
of the difficulty the composite House of 
Commons, as now constituted, has to find 
time to deal with anything but broad, im- 
perial questions. 

When Wales may have its own Legisia- 
ture the Parliament iidings can only 80 
to one place—the cl of Cardifi. Mvery- 
thing points to Cardiff as the future capital 
and to Cathays Park as the Westminster of 
the principality. Lloyd George has com- 
mitted himself publicly to the choice and 
only this week the civil service estimates 
clinched the matter by setting aside nearly 
$500,000 as the first instalment towards the 
cost of erecting state insurance offices in 
the city. These offices have been allotted 
a site which is contiguous to a spacious 
area in Cathays Park which has been car- 
marked for the Parliament buildings of the 
future. 


Good Roads Abroad. 

{Engineering Review:] So much is »eard 
about the excellence of roads in Wngland 
and France that occasionally some consid- 
eration of their cost is heltpful to a fuller 
appreciation of what will be necessary in 
order that systems of equal merit (traffic 
requirements being considered) may be de- 
\cloped here. 

‘Lae road mileage of France is 371,000, and 
the cost, at the time when wages were very, 
very low, was $1,663,000,000. On this dasis, 
to secure a system for the 23,000 miles of 
highways in Massachusetts would require 
the expenditure of $100,000,000. Moreover, 
France spends $45,000,000 per annum for 
maintenance. This is about $120 a mile a 
year, a figure which, of course, as an aver- 
age means very little, since on the main 
roads a much greater amount is spent, and 
on the minor roads considerably less. ‘Ihe 
Minister of Public Works, too, is recum- 
mending that $50,000,000 additional be pro- 
vided during the next ten or twelve years 
for some bituminous binder on 6000 miles 
of national highways, where it is greatly 
needed. 

Turning now to England, where the road 
surfaces are, on the whole, better than those 
in France, it is found that the average cost 
of maintenance on the 27,800 miles of main 
roads in England and Wales is $475 per 
mile per annum, and that on the 95,000 miles 
of rural roads in England the average cost 
of maintenance is $115. It should not be 
forgotten, too, that wages are lower there 
than here. 

While these figures should not—and in 
fact will not—discourage persistent effort 
to improve highway systems here, they may 
well be borne in mind to silence those who 
see little good in our own works and much 
good abroad. True it is that in some sec 
tions of this country appropriations for a 
few selected routes have compared well with 
those qubdted, but taking the country gener- 
ally, the amounts available have been pitia- 
bly small as compared to English and

WOMEN’S WORK, 
WOMEN’S CLUBS. 


BY SYDNEY FORD. 
“The attitude of a large part of our 
people toward the Indian in past days 
has been that of our ancestors who, 
we are told, on reaching American 
shores, fell upon their knees—and 
after that upon the aborigines,” ob- 
served Francis E. Leupp, former 
United States Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs, in his address before the 
Friday Mornuing Club yesterday. 
“The Indian question is on eof such 
infinite ramifications that a prepared 
speech would not meet the require- 
ments,” he observed at the outset, “and 
therefore what I have to say will be 
of an entirely formal nature, and 
the audience will be at liberty to ask 
any questions at the close.“ 
Taking up his subject, he discussed 
it from three different angles—that of. 


allotment of lands to protect the In- 
dian from the ever-present and al- 
ways-grasping land grabbers; he, ex- 
posed the tactics of the army of peti- 
fogging lawyers who infested Wash- 
ington in the interests of these un- 
principled land sharks, and told how 
different tribes of Indians were move 


| from place to place all over the In- 
} dian country previous to the land-al- 


lotment plan. He told the mistake of 
the government in supposing that all 
Indians must farmers, whereas 
a large majority do not care fpr ag- 
riculture but make excellent mechan- 
ics, railroad builders and canal dis- 
gers. 


He explained the plan of distribua- 
tion of moneys among the Indians by 
the government, and its disastrous ef- 
fects, for most Indians will not work 
if they can see money coming their 
way without effort. The pauperization 
of the Indian is a tremendous mis- 
take in Leupp's opinion. He cited the 
Navajos as a brilliant example of the 
self-supporting, self-respecting In- 
dian. This tribe of 30,000 Indians 
has gone forward faster than those 
that have received gratuities from 
the government. They have accepted 
nothing at the hands of Uncle m 
save only the establishment of 
schools. 

Leupp is strongly in favor of the 
little day schools that are now dotted 
all over the reservations in preference 
to the non-reservation type whereby 
the children are taken away from 
their homes and people and trained 
away from their native songs and 
games and traditions, which should be 
held sacred the same as those of any 
nation. 

In reply to questions from the floor 
Mr. Leupp stated that the better class 
of young Indians are eager to become 
citizens, and, toward that end have 
formed an organization known as 
the Society of American Indians, 
which is made up of wide-awake, 
progressive young fellows,

tion Home at Venice for working 
women, which has given vacations to 
800 girls and women who would not 
otherwise have had an outing.

None 
except those who would otherwise 
absolutely have no vacation at all are 
received—and these are most warmly 
welcomed. One of the guests was an 
old lady 85 years of age, who en- 
joyed there the first vacation from 
toil she had ever known in the long, 
long years of her life. 

How is the home supported? Just 
this way: A few club women with 
big hearts quietly put their hands in 
their pockets and say nothing about 
it. Every guest is invited for a week, 
and, if the needs of the case require, 
the time is extended. 

“We call it the ‘Faith Home,’” 
said Mrs. Rundell, “because we run 
it on faith—and we've never lacked 
for support—the funds just seem to 
come somehow.” 

Isn't that a lovely charity? One of 
the gracious things these noble wom- 
en do is to take into the home con- 
valescents from the County Hospital 
at that period when they are able to 
leave the hospital but not able to 
work. 

Someone whispered to me as Mrs. 
Rundell sat down that she is a mo 
est but liberal contributor to this 
splendid philanthropy. 

Another after-luncheon speaker 
was A. C. Vrooman of Pasadena, who

Highland Park Ebell. 

Miss Julia Ellen Rogers addressed 
the Highland Park Ebel! Club last 
Tuesday morning on “Bringing Back 
the Birds.” She gave an account of 
the personal investigations of meth- 
ods practiced by Baron Hans von 
BRerlepsch, in charge of the imperial 
bird-protection station of Prussia, 
which has astonished the world. In 
the forest and park surrounding the 
castle of Seebach, a region a few 
years ago almost destitute of bird 
life—a veritable bird paradise has 
been developed, and the orchards. 
gardens and forest have been saved 
from the ravages of insect pests. The 
invention of a nest for woodpeckers 
is one of the greatest achievements 
of the Baron. The German forester 
is required by law to cut down all 
diseased trees. Since woodpeckers 
ulld only in the trunks of decaving 
trees, they find no natura! nest sites. 
Vet orchard and forest trees suffer 
“eet berm frem boring insects that 
infest limbs. Woodpeckers alone can 
fesetrov these pests. The Baron's 
n boxes have brought back these 
birds and so saved the trees. 

Ordinary seng birds, enemies of 
insect pests of garden and orchard, 
have been attracted to remain in 
great numbers and nest at Seehach by 
these means of planting the shrubs 
and trees that supply food the birds 
like: by pruning limbs to form “nest- 
ing cups;” by providing a water sup- 
‘piv: by winter feeding in bad weather, 
and by fiehting bird enemies, particu- 
larv cats.

| CONTRACT HOLDS. 


A contract made by former United 
States Senator Cornelius Cole dating 


lote in the Ocean View End tract in 
this city, led to a suit by Senator Cole 
against the Merchants’ Trust Com- 
, trustee, for the recovery of 
hirty unsold lots and judgment for 
27,640. The suit was won by Senator 
yesterday, Judge Finlayson giv- 
judgment in his favor. 

e testimony developed the fact 
that February 1, 1905, Senator Cole 
owned 130 lots In the Ocean View End 
tract, and made a contract with his 
son, Seward Cole, Martin Smith and 
F. W. Armitage, who were to sell the 
property within eighteen months, 
realizing a sum ent to net Sen- 
ator C $27,640, or at the rate of 
$1000 an acre. This rate was enough 
to include the payment of street im- 
provements, taxes, liens, etc. 

A number of lots were sold, but not 
sufficient within the time limit. Sew- 
ard Cole and Smith assigned their in- 
terest in the contract to Armitage, 
who put the matter in escrow, Sen- 
ator Cole making a deed to the Mer- 
chants Trust Company, which gave 
him a declaration of trust. This pro- 
vided among other things that Sena- 
tor Cole was to be paid $250 a lot, and 
included a 10 per cent. commission, 
Armitage to pay the street assess- 
ments, liens, etc. Armitage was 
granted a six months’ extensioh, which 
was tncorporated in the trust deed. 

The declaration of trust recited that 
it did not take the place of the con- 
tract, but was in ald of it. It further 
provided that if Armitage sold enough 
lots to net Senator Cole $27,640, the 
cost of the street work and the com- 
mission, the balance, of the lots un- 
sold were to be deeded to Armitage. 

After the matter was put in escrow 
Armitage went to Canada, leaving
